The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record did not teach or suggest a liquid crystal display comprising: a liquid crystal 
display panel comprising a first and second substrate, the display panel positioned 
between first and second transparent plates (distinct from the first and second 
substrates), wherein a rear polarizer is adhered directly to the display panel and 
positioned between the display panel and the second transparent plate and a front 
polarizer is positioned in front of the first transparent plate. The prior art of Yoshida 
(U.S. 5,818,559) did not disclose a rear polarizer adhered directly to the display panel.
